Newport News April 0.—The battle­ 
ship Kearsarge has returned to Old 
Point Comfort after being at sea 48 hours 
with the naval board of inspection. Tho ( 
test of the turrets proved eminently sat­ 
isfactory. 
All the big guns were fired 
simultaneously aud the result stamped 
the new invention a success, 
It is un­ 
derstood that the board has reported the 
tests to the navy department as an un­ 
qualified success. 
The Kearsarge sailed from Hampton 
Roads Tuesday morning and in the af­ 
ternoon when clear of the coastwise 
steamer course, the guns of both bat­ 
teries were tried, each being fired twice. 
The four guns of the forward turret, two 
eights and two thirteens were fired 
simultaneously and the four guns of tho 
after turret in the same way. 
This was 
the first time in the history of our navy 
that guns of that caliber were fired art 
the same time from the same turret.Tho 
structural strength of the turrets wa.i 
found to be remarkable, there being no 
strain w’hatever. 
The supreme test was the simulta­ 
neous discharge of the eight guns of tho 
two turrets. 
Here again the turrets 
and the ship stood the terrible foroe of 
the discharge without the slightest evi­ 
dence of strain. 
The broadside batteries 
of 5-inch guns also stood their tests.
